“Jesus, our best beloved Friend, 
Draw out our souls in pure de- 
sire; : 
Jesus, in love to us descend, 
Baptize us with Thy Spirit's 
fire?!’’ 


Thus prayed the great Moravian 
poet and hymn-writer, James Mont- 
gomery. It is a prayer addressed 
to Jesus. Old-time Moravians, when 
filled with the Holy Spirit, prayed 
to Jesus. It is perfectly Scriptural 
to do so. The Apostles prayed to 
Jesus; so did Stephen and Paul. Es- 
pecially may we pray to Jesus 
when we are seeking the experi- 
ence of Pentecost, for it is Jesus 
who “baptizes with the Holy Ghost 
and fire.” (Luke 3:16). 

The early Moravians not only 
prayed to Jesus. They also prayed 
to the Holy Spirit. This is also 
Scriptural.

“Come,” “Come,'' Throughout 
the Bible 


How sweet it is when the Lord 
says, “Come.” You know that one 
of the central things throughout 
the Bible is the word come, come, 
come. “Blood” everywhere, and 
“come” everywhere in the Bible. 
You remember when Adam and 
Eve sinned in the Garden of Eden 
and God came calling, He said, 
“Adam, where art thou?” And 
from that time on man has been 
running from God, and God has 
been calling man, “Come.” 


In Isaiah 1:18, “Come now, and 
let us reason together, saith the 
Lord: though your sins be as scar- 
let, they shall be as white as snow; 
though they be red like crimson, 
they shall be as wool.” That is a 
sweet come, isn’t it? Come, reason

The Miracle of Christianity 


By Dr. WALTER LEWIS WILSON 


(Preached Sunday night, Sep- 
tember 28, at Wheaton College, 
Wheaton, Illinois.) 


We are going to talk together 
about a very lovely, precious and 
helpful subject, “['‘he Miracle of 
Christianity,” which is the resur- 
rection of the Lord Jesus. Turn, 
please, to Romans, chapter 4, be- 
ginning at verse 20: “He (Abra- 
ham) staggered not at the prom- 
ise of God’— some of God’s pre- 
cious people are staggering. God 
says something to them and they 
stagger as a drunken man who 


ing. Instead of believing God we 
stagger. But it says, “He staggered 
not at the promise of God through 
unbelief; but was strong in faith, 
giving glory to God; and being ful- 
ly persuaded that, what he had 
promised, he was able also to per- 
form. “And therefore it was im- 
puted to him for righteousness,” 
that is, because he believed God. 
Notice it doesn’t say he belicved 
what God said, because it doesn’t 
make any difference what God 
said, Abraham would believe it. 
He believed God. No matter how 
preposterous it seemed to be, how 
unnatural or impossible, it made no 
difference to him at all; he be- 
lieved God, and that made him a 
righteous man in God's sight. 
“Now it was not written for his 
sake alone that it was imputed to 
him; but for us also (in Wheaton) 
to whom it (this righteousness) 
shall be imputed if we believe on 
Him that raised up Jesus our’ Lord 
from the dead; who was delivered 


for our offences, and was raised 
again for our justification.” Verse 
24 tells us that God did raise Him 
up. Verse 25 tells us why. 


‘Now will you please turn to I 
Corinthians, chapter 15, for anoth- 


er passage, and we shall fit these| 


er. Not only should 


God, but we should also rightly put 
it together. 

Turn, please, to I Corinthians 
15;17, “For if Christ be not raised, 
your faith is vain.” The meaning 
of the passage is that faith in a 
dead Christ, Who went down un- 
der God’s wrath bearing our sins, 
has no value. Only a living Christ 
can save. If our sins kept Christ 
down, then He was defeated and 
He cannot deliver us. 


Verse 29 reads, “Else what shall 
they do which are baptized for the 
dead, if the dead rise not at all? 
why are they then baptized for the 
dead?” There are those who teach 
that living believers may be bap- 
tized for dead sinners and thereby 
cause their release from Hell. Such 
is not the case. No living person 
can do one thing to help one who 
has gone. The teaching of the pas-

sage is clear: if Christ has re- 
mained dead, then there is no rea- 
son why we should be baptized for 
Him. We would have to go down 
under the water and stay under the 
water since Christ stayed down. 
You can readily see how absurd 
this position is. 

Verse 20 reads, “But now is 
Christ risen from the dead...” We 
rejoice in this. Death took Him 
down but death could not keep 
Him down. Death may take us 
down but it will never keep us 
down. Beloved, we are baptized for 
a Christ Who did die, but Who 
came back from the dead, is risen 
from. the dead and is at God’s right 
hand. We are, indeed, identified 
with Christ in His death but we 
are also identified with Him in His 
resurrection and because He lives 
we shall live also.

right here on the campus. I said 
to a young friend who was dread- 
fully troubled ‘about it (this is 
_ really hypothetical) ‘‘Here are two 
ladies going to Europe on the 
Queen Mary (and she is a lovely 
boat. I went both ways on her, and 
she is a beauty). One lady goes 
and sits down in a deck chair, gets 
out her Bible and enjoys the lovely 
Psalm about those who go down to 
the sea in ships, and sees the won- 
ders of the Lord. The other lady 
is wrapped around the railing, 
holding on, perspiring, quaking, 
afraid she is going to sink. Now, 
which one do you think got to Lon- 
don the safest? Which one arrived 
in safety at the other end? Which 
one, the one who sat in the chair 
and enjoyed the Lord, or the one 
who wrapped herself around the 
. fail and held on tightly day and 
night?” Some of God’s people are 
like that; they are going to Heav- 
en like that. They are in Christ 
all right; they belong to Christ, 
certainly; but they are holding on 
to the railing, so the thing won't 
sink, Christ, the firstfruits, then 
_ everybody that belongs to that 

crop, the Christ-crop, everyone 
who has His nature in them, they 
are going to come up, too. 

And verse 24: ‘‘Then cometh the 
end, when he shall have delivered 
up the kingdom to God, even the 
Father; when he shall have put 
down all rule and all authority and 
power.’ Then verse 23, “Every 
man in his own order: Christ the 
firstfruits.(the sample) afterwards 
they that are Christ’s (those that 
belong to Christ) at his coming’’; 
they will come. This is a lovely 
passage. 

Have you noticed that all 
through the Acts of the Apostles 
the principal preaching was about 
the resurrection of the Lord Jesus? 
“And with great power gave the 
apostles witness of the resurrec- 
tion of the Lord Jesus.” I tell you 
it is one of the saddest things in 
the Bible, yet one of the most pre- 
cious, too, 

My mother was buried fifty-nine 
years ago in Aurora, Indiana. Just 
recently I saw her grave for the 
first time. But. I know that her 
dust is there. After fifty-nine years 
it is still there. Three years ago 
when the Ohio River went out of 
its banks the water came up with- 
in about three feet of my mother’s 
grave. But I know her dust is 
there. And there is my grandmoth- 
er who reared me after my mother 
died; her dust is there next to my 
mother’s. She was buried in Fort 
Smith, Arkansas. Then after she 
had been in the grave twenty-two 
years, her two sons, my uncles,’ 
decided to move her body and place 
it beside Emma’s body (that was 
my mother). When they exhumed 
her body, all they found was a lock 
of hair, a steel button, and a tiny 
part of a finger bone. That was all. 
They put it in a little box and sent 
it to Aurora, and buried it beside 
my mother. But there is a grave 


over in Palestine with no 
button, no lock of hair, and-no 
part of a bone there, for He came 
out after three days. God did it 
and the Spirit did it and He did it. 

We read the three things in, 
three separate passages. The Lord 
Jesus raised it up Himself. He said, 
“You destroy this temple and I 
will raise it up.’’ You and I will 
not do it. Our spirits will leave 
these bodies, and friends will lay 
us away, and we shall stay there 
until His ‘voice calls us out. In 
another place we read, ‘‘God raised 
him up.” And in another place we 
read, “He was raised up by the 
Spirit of glory.” All three persons 


His coming back. And do you 
know why? I will tell you why. I 
am not sure whether I told you 
this story, but it is worth telling

again. If I told it and you remem- 
bered, it is worth repeating. 


A severe storm damaged a cem- 
etery just outside of London. The 
water came down in torrents and 
went down through a deep ravine; 
and the force of the water caused 
a grave to cave in. The sexton, 
coming down to find what damage 
was done, found a skull in the lit- 
tle ravine. He picked it up, noticed 
that it rattled, took it up to his 
house, washed the mud off it and 
examined it. As he held it up to 
the. light he found a strange thing, 
a nail inside it. The nail had no 
head, He examined closely and 
found there was a tiny hole thru 
the temple just the size of the nail. 
He took a pair of pliers and work- 
ing around put the nail in the hole. 
It fit exactly. Then he looked in 
his records to see who was buried 
in that grave, and found that a 
certain man was buried there. He 
went down to the office of the chief 
of police, took the skull and the 
nail and said, “Chief, the storm 
washed this out of a grave. You 
might be interested in looking up 
the story of this case.’ The chief 
did so and found that this gentle- 
men had died mysteriously one 
night and the doctors had pro- 
nounced it apoplexy—it was—and 
he was buried. Very soon after the 
burial the widow married a very 
wealthy man in that city. The 
chief said, “This looks interesting. 
I think I should investigate it.” 
So he placed the skull on a desk 
with the nail halfway in the tem- 
ple, and the other half projecting. 
Then he set the skull so that who- 
ever entered the door would see 
the nail protruding through the 
temple bone. He sent an officer up 
to get the lady. She came down. 
The chief met her in the outer of- 
fice, “I just want to talk with you 
a little about the death of your 
husband,” he said. ‘Our records 
are not clear as to the cause of 
his death. Could you tell me?” 
“Yes,” she said, “it was apoplexy.” 
“Well, come in, I would like to talk 
with you about it, if I may.’’ And 
he opened the door. As she started 
through the door and saw the skull 
with the nail in it, she fell in a 
faint. Three weeks later they 
hanged her, though twenty-five 
years had elapsed since her hus- 
band’s death. 


Now listen, that is the reason 
God raised up Jesus Christ. Every 
unsaved -person is guilty of nailing 
Christ to Calvary. Now listen to 
the Word: “Behold, he cometh 
with clouds and every eye shall 
see him’—now listen, “and they 
also that pierced him.” Those folks 


‘who nailed Him to-Calvary have 


already been there 1900 years and 
He hasn’t come. He is talking 
about all those in the enemy’s 
camp, all those who have never 
come and made Him their Lord 
and Saviour. They pierced Him, 
nailed Him there; and our Lord is 
going to raise up, has raised up. 
And God shall send back again the 
Man with the deadly wound in His 
forehead and on His back and in 
His hands, and in His side and in 
His feet. And every unsaved person 
will see the Man that he nailed 
to Calvary, the Man of Whom they 
said, “Away with Him, we will not 
have Him ruling in our lives.” That 
is the reason God raised Him up. 
He is not going to be a Judge on 
a throne that we haven’t sinned 
against. He is going to be a Judge 
on ‘the throne that we have sinnéd 
against, . 


I heard a story in England;‘a 
very interesting case of a judge 
who was a little man, quite dimin- 
utive and insignificant to look at. 
He was walking along an unpaved 
muddy street one day. There is a 
law in England, a local law in the 
town, prohibiting one to stop a ve- 
hicle on the walk or obstruct a 
pedestrian. A huckster came along. 
Something went wrong with his 
harness. He didn’t want to get off 
in the mud, so he stopped his wag- 
on on the walk and got out to 
fix his harness. Along came this 
little man who said to him, “T am 
sorry, sir, but there is a city or- 
dinance against this. Let me ask 
you, please, to move off the walk 
and let me pass by.” The huckster 
sneered at him and said, “Get off 
in the mud yourself, I am not go- 
ing to get my feet dirty. I care 
nothing about the ordinance, you 
get off yourself.” The little fellow 
said, “Very well,” and he walked 


around the wagon. He found a po- 
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lice officer; the officer saluted him.

He said, ‘Go down and arrest that 
huckster and bring him in before 
me tomorrow morning.” 

The next morning the huckster 
came in. He was going to make an 
excuse, but to his great horror 
when he looked up at the judge— 
tell me what excuse do you think 
he made? Do you think he said he 
didn’t do it? No, no. He saw the 
little man whom he had chased off 
the walk was the judge, and his 
mouth was stopped. 

Beloved, that is one reason why 
God raised up Jesus Christ, so that 
when you go to the judgment 
throne you will see, if you are un- 
saved, you will see that the Man 
whom you said you would not be- 
lieve in, would not have Him—you 
argued against Him, rebelled 
against Him, rejected Him, refused 
Him, would have nothing to do 
with Him—you will see that very 
Man; God puts Him on the throne. 
“God has appointed a day in which 
He will judge the world in right- 
eousness by that man whom he 
hath ordained, whereof he hath 
given assurance in that he hath 
raised him from the dead.” God 
put Him on the throne. 


But there is another reason why 
He was put on the throne. When 
I was about fifteen my grandmoth- 
er died, the one who had reared 


-me; and she left quite a little. In 


her will she provided that one- 
third should go to each of her two 
sons, and one-third to me. I re- 
ceived a letter from the lawyer 
telling me of my good fortune. The 
estate was liquidated, and I re- 
ceived a letter from the lawyer en- 
closing $8.72. He said, “This is 
your one-third.” I don’t need to tell 
you what happened, it is none of 
your business; but I didn’t get the 
money. You know why? She, was 
dead and couldh’t fix it up. But 
you know it would have been won- 
derful if she had made out a will 
and then died and then came back 
three days later to see that I got 
it. Wouldn’t that have been won- 
derful ? 


That is another reason God 
raised up the Lord Jesus. He made 
wonderful promises to us while He 
was living, lovely promises, pre- 
cious promises. And then He died. 
Now listen, according to the fif- 
teenth chapter of I Corinthians I 
wouldn’t have one thing, not one 
thing, if He hadn’t come back to 
see that I get it. And “God raised 
Him up.” And listen, beloved, He is 
on the throne to see that I get 
what He promised me; and I am 
getting it day by day, and I am 
going to. get the rest of it when I 
get to Glory. It is lovely to have 
a living Christ. We haven’t a dead 
Christ. There are those who have 
a cross but no Christ. There are 
some who never went to the cross 
at all, aren’t connected with the 
cross. I am interested in a lovely 
Man that really died, is really 
come back, really gives what He 
said He would and really is going 
to give me lots more. That is ice 
cream and cake. That isn’t religion 
at all, Is it? 


I saw a little child dancing one 
day, she was about two and a half 
years old, the daughter of a preach- 
er in Whose home I was invited for 
supper. This precious little thing 
was very affectionate. She would 
kiss me and then run over and 
kiss her daddy, then run back and 
kiss: me some more. She wanted 
to pull my.ear once in a while. She 
was very affectionate. The mother 
came in to. help us out. She went 
to a large closet and brought, out 
a clothes basket full of toys that 
the older. children had played with; 


and they had been put away for 


this little one. She dumped the 
whole lot of toys out on the floor. 
There was everything, dolls and 
furniture and little automobiles 
and all kinds of things. And you 
should have seen that little child— 
she was so thrilled; she had never 
seen these before. She danced all 
around the room. She didn’t say a 
word, she just danced all around 
that pile of toys. She couldn’t tell 
how wonderful it was to. have all 
this. After awhile she ran up and 
kissed me, and she ran over and 
kissed her father. You know, be- 
loved, there is a living Lord up 
there that loves to give you ac- 
cording to the riches of His glory. 
That is the reason God raised Him 
up, so you could have something. 
Not pickles. My, some of God’s 
precious saved ones are pickled 
peppers, you wouldn’t think the 
Lord preserved that saint. 

Now there is another reason God 
raised up our Lord Jesus.

Whenever 
you see anybody tearing bars away 
you know he is getting out when 
he shouldn’t get out. But our love- 
ly Lord had paid the debt and they 
couldn’t keep Him in. 


I was arrested twice—two po- 
licemen took me down; I was so 
dangerous, it took two of them. 
I stood before the chief lieutenant 
—I knew him. He was a friend of 
mine. He said, 

“Wilson, what are you doing 
here?” and turning to the officer, 
“Really, officer, what is the mat- 
ter with Dr. Wilson?” 

“Why, he broke a man’s leg over 
here with his automobile.” 

“What’s the matter? Tell me 
about it.” 

I said, “Lieutenant, I was stop- 
ping my car at Independence and 
Prospect, and he stepped out on 
the track from the safety zone. I 
had almost stopped the car, in fact 
the car was going so slowly when 
this man stepped out of the zone 
(he had his back to me watching 
the light) when my car struck him, 
that hitting him stopped the car.” 

The officer said that was right. 
The lieutenant said, “Wilson, get 
out. of here!”’ 

Listen, I have a Captain up there 
that is a friend of mine, too. I took 
Him home, and I never let Him 
go again, 

“I came to Jesus as I was, 

Weary and worn and sad. 

I found in Him a resting place, 

And He has made me glad.” 


God has raised up the Lord Je- 
sus so that God Himself will have 
somebody there to tell you you 
can go. I like that, don’t you? That 
is the truth. “If any man sin, we 
have an advocate with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the righteous.” Why 
did He put that in there? Because 
the Man Who pleads for you be- 
fore God’s Throne must not. be 
guilty Himself. No man that is 
guilty can go before the judge and 
plead for another. Did you not see 
the case yesterday of the judge 
who threw a case out because the 
lawyer did not come in with clean 
hands? Nobody can plead for you 
and me up there unless he has 
clean hands. Jesus Christ the right- 
eous bore my sins. He went thru

Calvary, down through the dark- 
ness of the tomb and then came 
out and said, “Father don’t pun- 
ish Walter Wilson. I died for him. 
I paid his debt. I shed my blood 
for him, Look, here are the wounds 
‘I got dying for him. You will let 
him go, won’t You?” “There is for- 
giveness with thee that thou may- 
est be feared.” When He sees the 
wounds for you He says you may 
go in and enjoy the glories of heav- 
en. 


But there is another reason: one 


day the Lord Jesus was hanging 
there with my sins on Him, and 
there were many—sins of thought, 
word and deed; sins of omission, 
sins of commission, sins of per- 
mission, sins in the holy things, 
sins in ignorance, sins I made oth- 
er ‘people commit and didn’t know 
it. Oh, there are so many of them. 
And then one day a loving God, a 
wonderful God of all grace took 
that black mass and placed it on 
Him; and He went down under the 
weight of it, and the darkness 
came down and covered the agony 
and the sorrow and the suffering 
He was enduring for me.

Three 
days after that I come walking in 
from the cemetery, my head all 
over on one side and out of shape; 
and I come walking down the 
street and approach a group of 
men talking with my good friend 
here. They say, “How come you 
are out here? We understood you 
were to be hanged?’”’ Just then I 
walk up, my head all out of shape. 
He says, ‘You know I am already 
dead.” “How come?” “Well, this 
fellow died for me.” 


A policeman walks up and looks 
him in the face and says, “What 
are you doing out here? You were 
to be hanged.” ‘I am already 


hanged. See this fellow standing 
here with his head all out of 
Shape? He died for me.” ,; 


Let me tell you something, -all 
the policemen in Chicago couldn’t 
arrest that man if I were there 
with my head dangling. Our lovely 
Lord knew I would die, and I knew 
I would die, and I knew it, too, and 
the judge knew it and suddenly 
that lovely, beautiful, wonderful, 
precious Man walked up and said, 
“I died for him. I will take his 
place.” And He did, and He bears 
the mark of the gallows. Yes, He 
is the just One. Take a look at 
Him and you will know He died 
for somebody. And when that por- 
ter comes from Heaven and knocks 
at my door and says, “‘Walter, the 
Judge sent me after you.” I'll say, 
“Hallelujah, take me to see the 
Man that died for me.” 


I wonder if Jesus is yours? I 
wonder if He is yours? Do you 
just have the knowledge that it is 
so without having a personal visit 
with the Lord Jesus to know that 
it is so, have you? God wants to 
do that for you, make Christ very 
precious to your heart so that you 
have an Advocate with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the righteous. “There 
is one God and one Mediator be- 
tween God and men, the man 
Christ Jesus,” and He wants to be 
your Mediator. “He ever liveth to 
make intercession for us,” and He 
wants to make intercession for you. 
Of course, He will never do it if 
you do not want Him to and never 
do it unless you go to Him and 
fix it up with Him, unless * you be-

sent itself as a substitute for the 
living Spirit. Many such things 
may we expect in these last days 
from Satan as an angel of light.” 


What Dr. Bonar feared nearly a 
century ago we see fulfilled at the 
present time. Many so-called Bible 
teachers are heaping ridicule on 
earnest Christians who by prayer 
are seeking a personal experience 
of Pentecost. Never having them- 
selves received the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit they téll babes in 
Christ that there is no such bless- 
ing for believers. Shoxtly before 
his triumphant home-going the 
great Evangelist Dr. R. A. Torrey 
wrote us the following letter: 


“Montrose Bible Conference, 
July 28, 1927. 
Dear Bro. Greenfield: 


“Yours of July 20th received. 
Was glad to hear from you again. 
I greatly appreciate what you say 
about my book “The Holy Spirit

Dr. Theodore Cuy- 
ler, one of America’s great preach- 
ers, was once a guest at the Spur- 
geon home. He declared that the 
secret of Spurgeon’s power was his 
prayers. as he heard them in the 
daily family worship. The following 
prayer was delivered September 18, 
1881, in London after a soul-stir- 
ring sermon on Acts .2:1-4: “And 
when the day of Pentecost’ was 
fully come, they were,all with one 
accord in one place. And suddenly 
there came a sound from Heaven, 
as of a rushing mighty wind, and 
it filled all the house where they 
were sitting. And there appeared 
unto them cloven tongues, like as 
of fire, and it sat upon each of 


them. And they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghort, and began to 


to stern!

everything else fails; rest whether 
you have food on the table or in 
the ice box or pantry or not; rest 
whether you have a pay check com- 
ing or not coming; rest when the 
best friend in the world forsakes 
(except Him, for He is the best 
one) real rest in your soul.” Jesus 
said, “Troubled, and burdened and 
weary, you come,” 


I have had a tendency sometimes 
in the past to say, “Well, it is 
pretty hard to preach the gospel 
these days. People are not interest- 
ed these days. People don’t go to 
church like they used to.” That is 
the way people talk, isn’t it? And 
God forgive us preachers, we look 
for alibis, too, I guess, and some- 
times we say it, too. But I have 
found out just as many people 
have broken hearts, just as many 
women now—tomorrow morning 
when the men go to work, when 
the lunches are packed and the 
children are gone to school, and the 
dishes are washed, then many a 
woman will go into the bedroom 
and pull out a bureau drawer or 
dresser drawer and take out a lit- 
tle baby book and see the date the 
little fellow was born and when he 
died and will see the little knitted 
pair of socks and see the snap- 
shot of the little one the day he 
went away; and there will be a 
little bit of a blond lock of hair, 
tied with blue or pink baby rib- 
bon. Oh, and the mother’s heart 


is so empty and her arms are so. 


empty and she feels like she has 
lost all that life had for her. And 
her heart is buried out yonder in 
the quiet city of the dead where 
the withered flowers rest on ugly, 
bare dirt. She is ‘heavy laden.” 
She needs to come to Jesus and 
find rest. Jesus knows your bur- 
dens and sorrows, and He cares, 
and He can comfort your heart. 


Tnere is many a man who has 
gone down in sin until his wife has 
left him—who has gone on until 
his health has been broken, until 
his friends have forsaken him, un- 
til he has lost his job. There is 
many a man who has tried all the 
world could give, and while he 
walked the primrose path and while 
he dreamed of wine and women 
and song, and while he laid by and 
thought of his belly and thought 
of his back and didn’t think about 
his soul, he became enslaved in sin 
and now his poor heart cries out 
and he says, ‘Oh, God, if there be 
a God—if I had somebody to 
straighten me out and give me a 
fair chance, and give me back a 
job and my manhood again —!” 
Well, there is Somebody, my dear 
brother, my friend—poor, sinning, 
troubled, weary-hearted sinner. 
The Saviour said, “Come to me, 
I'll give you rest. Come to Me and 
you will find rest to your soul.” 
Come to Jesus. Come to Jesus and 
find rest. Oh, there are so many 
people in trouble for us to be too 
frivolous —the wars and crimes 
and broken homes and broken 
hearts and distress in every nation, 


“land misapplication, and the malad- 


justments and the burdens and sor- 
rows and undercurrents and prej- 
udices and the hates and fears and 
failures—God help us, how people 


do need somebody to comfort the 


broken hearts. And Jesus Christ is 
the One to do it. 


Come to Jesus Himself; No 
Church or Rite or Creed 


Now. let’s notice a little further. 
Here seven times in this short pas- 
sage, Matthew 11, verses 28, 29, 30, 
seven times in this short passage, 
Brother Uphold, the Lord uses the 
personal pronoun. Suppose you 
count them when I come to them. 
And count them aloud so the radio 
audience can hear it. “Come unto 
me, (one) all ye that labour and 
are heavy laden, and I (two) will 
give you rest. Take my (three) 
yoke upon you, and learn of me; 
(four) for I (five) am meek and 
lowly in heart: and ye shall find 


|rest unto your souls. For my (six) 


yoke is easy, and my (seven) bur- 
den is light.” Seven times, the 
complete number, in this passage 
the Saviour says, ‘“Why don’t you 
try Me.” He says, “I am meek and 
lowly in heart.” You know the 
world is haughty, and scornful, 
preoccupied and selfish. But how- 
ever kindly the meaning is behind 
it all, this world cannot give peace 
inside. Jesus can! 

Did you notice the Scripture did 
not say come to the church? I 
think it is fine to go to church. It}

there are people who love God, 


_.| where the Bible is preached, where 
. there is fellowship in the gospel, 
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where people love one another 
Where they teach our .children, 
where they preach the Word of 
God—Oh, that is wonderful. That 
was the New Testament plan, that 
is God’s way. I’d go to church, I’d 
have the right kind of fellowship. 
I’d put some money in, put some 
heart in, put some time in, put 
some fellowship into the house of 
God and the worship of God, and 
into the mission work..and so on. 
But, my friend, did you know ‘a 
church can’t save a fellow? It just 
can’t do it. A church can’t give 
you peace of heart. A church can’t 
settle your problems. You need Je- 
sus. “Come unto me,” He said, “I 
am meek and lowly in heart.” 
Come to Jesus. Try Him. He is 
the One. He is the One! 


And did you notice He didn’t say 
come to baptism? I am for bap- 
tism. i am a Baptist preacher. You 
would expect me to be for baptism, 
sure. But baptism can’t give ease 
to the heart that is troubled and 
distraught and burdened. It can’t 
give you rest for your soul. No, 
come to Jesus, He said. 


And the Scripture didn’t say, 
come to a new life and turn over 
a new leaf. The Scripture didn’t 
say, “Well, all right, ’'d make 
some new resolutions.” I would— 
that’s all right. I would, and I do. 
But that can’t give you peace of 
heart, because when you make 
them you break them, unless Some- 
body helps you. Oh, friend, what 
you need is not a ceremony, and 
it is not a vow, not a new lease, 
but a new heart; not to be re- 
formed, but to be reborn. What 
you need is not just a will to do 
right, you need some Person Who 
will help you do right. You need 
Somebody that will blot out the 
sins and change the heart and give 


rest to a poor and troubled soul | 


that is burdened with all the weight 
and sorrows and cares of a dying 
and sinning and doomed world. 
You need Jesus! “Come unto me, 
He said, “I will give you rest. Take 
my yoke upon you; and learn of 
me, for my yoke is easy, and my 
burden is light.” Won’t you try Je- 
sus? You have tried so much else. 
You have tried signing cards, may- 
be. You have tried new résolutions. 
You have tried doing better. You 
have tried everything. You have 
tried money and jobs and family 
and home and good clothes and 
nice meals. Why don’t you try Je- 
sus Christ for peace in your heart 
today? “Come unto me,” He said, 
“I will give you rest.’”’ Thank God, 
I have found it so. 


His Yoke Is Easy, His Burden Light 


And will you notice this other 
thing. Somebody says, “But I hate 
to give up my joys, I am still 
young; I don’t want to bind myself 
and enslave myself. I’d like to be 
free to enjoy life. I’d hate to take 
a yoke on me and be burdened and 
tied down and enslaved.” Ah, but 
you have it wrong. The Saviour 
said, “CCome unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest; for my yoke 
is easy, and my burden is light.” 


May I say to you, as one who 
has been on the Lord’s side in my 
heart a bit these years, I have 
tried both ways. I know what the 
devil’s .crowd is like. I know the 
wildness of a cow ranch in west 
Texas, I know what it is to be in 
the army. Then I know college 
football, and I know the vigorous 
tussle of modern business, and 
then the professional world as a 
college teacher—and I know the 
ry that comes through Jesus 
Chri And I say to you today, 
“His yoke is easy. It isn’t hard.” 
The devil has a lie that he tells— 
Oh,. Satan has a vicious lie—he 
says that if you serve Christ and 
if you give Him your heart and if 
you love Him and put Him first 
and are willing to live for Him 
and die for Him, that it will be a 
hard and unhappy way. The Dey- 
il says that you will miss the 
sweetness of life, that you will be 
old before your time, that it costs 
too much to be a Christian! But I 
say that is a wicked lie. If the 
Lord Jesus loved you enough to 
die for you, He loves you enough 
to make you happy. Romans 8: 
32 says, ‘“‘He that spared not his 
own Son, but delivered him up for 
us all, how shall he not with him 
also freely give us all things?’’ 
Such love as that would not leave 
God’s children to be miserable and 
‘unhappy. No, thank God, it is an 
easy yoke, and I have tried it and 
found it so and give you my testi- 
mony today. It is not hard to serve 
the Lord, it is easy. It is not sad

What must be done at this time 
to bring down the Holy Ghost? If 
you would have the Spirit, beloved, 
we must each of us try to honor 
him. There are some churches into 
which if you were to enter you 
would never know there was a 


Holy Spirit. Mary Magdalene said 
of old, ‘‘They have taken away my 
Lord, and I know not where they 


have laid Him,” and the Christian 
might often say so, for there is 
nothing said about the Lord the 
Spirit until you come to the bene- 


diction. Until our churches honour 


and bitter and disappointing—no, 
thank God the way grows bright- 
er every day! 

I work hard, I have given up 
some things for Jesus, but bless 
God, He has more than paid me 
back many, many times over! And 
I. have sweet sleep at night with 
an easy conscience. I have joy in 
my soul over souls saved. I know 


‘what it is day by day to have my 


prayers answered. I know that the 
arms of God are around: me. I 
know the angel of the Lord pro- 
tects me. I know certainly what 
my end will be. Like David I can 
say, “Surely goodness and mercy 


Shall follow me all the days of my 


life: and I shall dwell in the house 
of the Lord forever!” And it is an 
easy yoke and a light burden to 
serve the Lord! 

I will tell you the hard way, if 
you want to know. You work for 
the Devil and then take his wages, 
and you will find out what is hard! 
Ask the men in the jails behind 
the bars! Ask the men in hospitals 
broken down with disease and sin. 
Ask the harlot woman whose 
health is broken, who is spurned by 
society, who is smitten by the 
burning of conscience, who hates 
to live and ‘yet is afraid to die! 
How many of them I have talked 
to, and how unanimous is their 
verdict—the way of the transgres- 
sor is hard! Whatsoever a man 
sows, that shall he also reap! And 
at last, the one who sows in sin 
will wake up in Hell, lost forever! 

But the Saviour’s yoke is easy 
and His burden is light. Don’t you 
want to take it today? If you do, 
then just come to Jesus today! 
Remember it is only to come, with 
all your heart. And it is to come to 
Jesus, trusting Him to forgive, 
trusting Him to change your heart, 
trusting Him to make you a child 
of God. If you will trust Him ‘to- 
day, then tell Him so now! Admit 
to Him your sins, commit to Him 
your soul, and He will save you. 

If in your heart you will come 
to the Lord Jesus for the rest and 
peace He gives, come to Him to 
find forgiveness and to take His 
yoke upon you, then won't you 
write to me today and say so?

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the Holy Spirit, we shall never see 


Him abundantly manifested in our 
midst. And best of all, if we would 
have the Holy Spirit, we must meet 


together earnestly to pray for Him.. 


Remember, the Holy Spirit will not 
come to us as a church, unless we 
seek Him.” (June 28, 1858, Music 
Hall, Surrey Gardens. ) Nearly 
twenty-four years later, on May 
28, 1882, in his own Tabernacle, 
this greatest of English preachers 
told the same truth in the follow- 
ing burning words: “We have 
reached as far as the first exhor- 
tation of the Master, ‘If any man 
thirst, let him come unto Me and 
drink.’ But do you think that the 
generality of the Church of God 
have ever advanced to the next, 
‘He that believeth on Me, as the 
Scripture hath said, out of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living water ?’ 
I think I am not going beyond the 


grievous truth if I say that only - 


here and there will you find men 
and women who hawe believed up 
to that point. ..Their thirst is 
quenched as I have said, and they 
live, and because Jesus lives, they 
shall live also; but health and vig- 
or they have ‘not. They have life, 
but they have not ‘life more abun- 
dant.’ They have little life with 
which to act upon others. They 
Have no energy welling up and 
overflowing to go streaming out of 
them like rivers. They have not 
thought it possible, perhaps; or 
thinking it possible, they have not 
imagined At possible to themselves. 
Or, believing it possible to them- 
selves, they have not aspired to it, 
but they have stopped short of the 
fullest blessing. Their wading into 
the sacred river has contented 
them, and they know nothing of 
‘waters to swim in.’ Like the Is- 
raelites of old, they are slow; they 
are slow to possess all the land of 
promise. They sit down, when the 
war has hardly begun. Brothers, 
let us ‘go in, to get of God all 
that God will give us. Let us set 
our heart upon this, that we mean 
to have by God’s help all that 
the wmfinite goodness of God is 
ready to bestow. Let us not be sat- 
isfied with the sip that saves, but 
let us go on to the baptism, which 


‘buries the flesh and raises us in 


the likeness of our risen Lord, even 
that baptism into the Holy Ghost 
and into fire, which makes us spir- 
itual, and sets us all on flame with 
zeal for the glory of God and ea- 
gerness for usefulness by which 
that glory may be increased 
among the sons of men.” 
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
